•JTHK SILVER QUES- 
TION. 


The stringency of the money market 


and the discussion of the silver ques- 
tion throughout the country causes 
thousandB to dosert the goldbug camp 
and join the silver forces. This ifa 
noticeable in the eastern states where 
a tow months ago the few who advo- 
eatwl free coinage were invariably re- 
ferred to as fanatics or cranks by the 
press of the large cities. Now, thanks 
to feach men as Senator Stewart, who 
discussed the financial question with 
the champions of single standard in 
tho New York and Washington papers, 
a remarkable change in public senti- 
ment is manifested. Newspapers and 
public men who would not consent to 
the free coinage of silver upon any 
ratio concede that bimetallism is o 
necessity, aa the business of the coun- 
try cannot be transacted on a gold 
basis. The Washington Pout, one of the 
most influential papers published at 
the Capital, and the New York Reorder, 
which claims to have a larger circula- 
tion than the Tiibume, have deserted 
the gold bugs and taken a stand for free 
coinage, and acknowledged the error of 
their ways. It is true the Recorder does 
not tome out foquarely for silver at the 
present ratio of 16 to 1, but it admits 
that the load of the gold monometal- 
lists has beeh followed far enough, and 
that the readjustment of the currency 
laws without remoiietizing silver would 
precipitate 
financial and business 


catastrophes unparalleled in history. 


It is to be regretted thatthe Eepubli- 


can leaders in the house oft representa- 
tives have decided not to participate in 
the debate on the silver question. 
Their object is to make all the capital 
ppssiblo for their party, regardless of 
tho eifect on the country; but as nine- 
tonths of these leaders are opposed to 
free coinage, the silver cause will lose 
nothing by their" action, or rather inac- 
tion. They cannot bridle such men as 
Bowers of California and jt is morally 
certain that at least a half dozen Be- 
publican members of the house will not 
be silenced by the decrees of the party 
caucus, but will speak and vote for free 
coinage 


Ail concede that the financial ques- 


tion is tho paramount issue to-day and 
s&aators aucl representatives are align- 
ing themselves on the .silver or the gold 
side Bland is no longer a Democrat 
unless the party favors free coinage, 
and Bowers has evidently bid good-bye 
to Republicans; in fact the parties in 
congress to-day, except the Republican 
leaders who have decided to remalu 
silent spectators while tho battle of 
the stanctartls is being fought, are not 
designated as, Democrats and Republic- 
ans, but aa silver men and goldbugs.

SEN. TEST DECLABES WAI 


He Says That He Will Not Follow 


the Lead of the Administration.

Tho meu in the employ of the Long 


Island, N. Y., railway have been con- 
vonverfced to the silver cause. The pay 
oar drew up in the yard at Long Island 
city to pay the employes. Tho pay- 
master had but a limited amount of 
small currency and as the company is 
imbued with goldbug ideas, it would 
not use silver and, in fact, if disposed 
to do so at the present time, could not 
get it, as that km<3 of money which 
Secretary Carlisle said was not in de- 
maud when ho suspended the coinage 
of silver dollars last June, commands a 
premium in New York. The company 
offered to give the men checks, but as 
the banks will not c ash checks in con- 
sequence of the scarcity of small bills 
and silver, the men wanted money. 
This the paynid&tor could not givtf them 
and the payoar closed its doors. 


This was an object lesson for the em- 


ployes 
They were not only willing 


but anxious to get paid in the despised 
60-oent dollars, but they could not be 
accommodated as every standard dollar 
in the treasury is held to redeem an 
outstanding silver note. 


It does look as if the gold conspira- 


tors in their anxiety to demonetize sil- 
ver, had yono further than they in 
tended. They proclaimed that there, 
were hundreds of millions of dollars in 
the treasury for which there was no 
demand, aud the secretary of the treas- 
ury, 
obedient to their wishes,, sus- 


pended the coinage of those dollars. 
Now, it is ascertained that not one of 
those despised dollars can be had at 
the treasury lu exchange for green- 
backs, which are redeemable in coin. 


It is pn unpardonable offense, in the 


estimation of the goldbugs, to coin the 
silver bullion purchased under the 
Sherman act to redeem treasury notes 
issued in payment of the bullion, but it 
is right for the treasury department 
to refuse to exchange silver dollars for 
greenbacks, which the law says are re- 
deemable in coin. If the parity of the 
metals is to be maintained, why not 
pay out silver dollars as well as gold 
when they are demanded in exchange 
for government notes ?

RAILROAD. 


Receivers Appointed t& Take Charge of 


ltd Affairs. 


NEW YOBK, August 15.—Thomas F. 


Oakes of New York, H. W. Payne of 
Milwaukee and Henry Grouse, presi- 
dent of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railroad Company, were this afternoon 
appointed receivers of the Northern 
Pacific railroad in the United States 
court of this city. 


Judge Lacombe appointed receivers 


on a motion of the Farmers' Loan and 
Trust Company, and Phillip D. Wins- 
ton and Win. B. Sheldon, George E. 
Sheldon, Wm L. Prentice and Wm. C. 
Sheldon & Co. as co-partners compos- 
ing 
the firm ofj 
W. C. Sheldon 


& Co The receivership embraces the 
Northern Pacific railroad and all the 
railroads owned, leased or controlled 
by said corporation. 


The appointment of receivers did not 


come as a surprise on the street. Al- 
though it was not announced until 
after 3 o'clock the brokers were pre- 
pared for the news, as rumors of such 
a step had been plentiful all day. Most 
of the stock and bonds sold recently 
had been taken, it is said, by Philadel- 
phia parties. The principal selling to- 
day was by commission houses. 


The Stock. Post this morning stated 


that it is reported that a receiver may 
be appointed for the North American 
also. 


These receivers are the same as those 


appointed in Wisconsin. They gave a 
bond of $500,000 in the United States 
court there and are ordered to give a 
bond in $50,000 here. Tho application 
was made with the consent of the rail- 
road company. 


A SHREWD CRIMINAL. 


EAGKK 10 
GET WORK. 


Very Exciting Scene* In the City of 


Denver. 


DBNVEE, August 14.—-Wildly exciting 


scenes characterized the commence- 
ment of work on the sewers, and for a, 
time a riot seemed a certainty, so eager \ 
were the men to get work, and each' 
man. seemed determined to be the first 
to get a position. 


It was announced that ground would I 


be broken on the north side sewer at 
Nineteenth and Platte streets this 
morning, and by daylight workmen be- 
gan appearing on the spot. By 7 
o'clock there were fully 2,000 men 
scattered about, each anxious to be 
engaged. 


There were several hundred Italians 


in the crowd, and threats were heard 
on all sides. The general expression 
was that if the foreigners were given 
work in preference to the hungry 
American citizens, and men who had 
families, bloody war would ensue. 


Cholera Spreading In Itifly, 


ROME, Aug. 14.—There were 250 cases 


of cholera and 121 deaths, in Naples 
from August 3d to August 10th, accord- 
ing to the official figures. The disease 
is spreading to other coast towns. 
During the same period there were 
fourteen cases and three deaths on the 
island of Oapsey, twenty miles from 
Naples. 


NEWXANDS COJTFIIHSNT. 


Congressman Newlands is confident 


that the Sherman act cannot be repealed 
unless a favorable substitute is offered 
in its place. He says nothing has hap- 
pened since congress convened that 
has in the least shaken his confidence 
in the ability of the silver men to pre- 
vent the repeal of the Sherman lav/. 
He knew before congress assembled 
what the strength of the silver men 
was, and the opinions which he express- 
ed when on the way to Washington re- 
main unchanged. "You can depend 
upon it," said he to a correspondent, 
"that when the present silver law is 
repealed a substitute favorable to silver 
will be passed." 


The silver cause is gaining ground 


all along the line and the gold men, if 
they do not unconditionally surrender 
within a few weeks, will be more than 
willing to compromise.

Two Eastern l»aper» Kenonnce tnelr 


lleresles and Declare for Free Coin- 
age. 
Tbere is a decided change of senti- 


ment in the east on tbe tree coinage 
question. The "Washington Post, ex- 
Postmaster General Hat ton'e paper, 
has repudiated monometallism and 
declared for free coinage. 


The New York Recorder, which dur- 


ing and since the presidential cam- 
paign, printed cartoons and editorials 
ridiculing the 'free coinage fanatics 
has experienced a change of heart, bid 
farewell to the gold, men. and flopped 
completely over in the silver ranks. 


The Recorder was not satisfied with 


making its announcement of a change 


heart in the ordinary way, but mast 


needs double lead it and set it in 
double column 
measure under the 


head: " Give Us Free Silver." Among 
the reasons it advances for its conver- 
sion—and, like all converts, it is radi- 
cal—are the following: 


"Tbe business of this country can- 


not be done on a purely gold basis. 
There is too much business to be done 
and too little gold to do it with to 
justffy the experiment of a currency 
based wholly on one metal, and that 
one tbe scarcer and dearer of the two. 


"Thetotal disfranchisement of sil- 


ver as a money metal, which seems to 
be the aim of the gold extremists at 
Washington, means a violent and ruin- 
ous contraction of values. The mere 
threat of it has already given the first 
sharp twist to the screws of contrac- 
tion, and to persist in the total illimi- 
nation of silver from our currency is 
madness. 


" The lead of the monometallists has 


been followed far enough to postpone 
the definite readjustment of our cur- 
rency laws, leaving silver demonetized, 
and its use as standard money metal, 
wholly prohibited, would precipitate 
financial and business catastrophes 
compared with which all past panics 
would seem to have been mere buga- 
boos. Absolute monometallism spells 
ruin, universal and unsparing ruin, for 
the people of this country. 


" The clamor of the money-changers, 


usurers and stock gamblers, inspired 
by English influences that radiates 
from Lombard street and which rep- 
resent the organized rapacity of the 
world, has not shaken the faith of the 
American masses one iota in the hon- 
esty, justness, fairness, and above all 
the vital necessity of maintaining sil- 
ver feide by side with gold in their na- 
tional money system. There may have 
been a change in the relative measuring 
values of the two metals—that has often 
occurred in the course of history—but 
that change, whatever it may be, can 
be corrected in the ratio of the coinage 
from the present 16 to 1 to, say, 19 or 
even 20 to 1. It does not justfy the 
total abolition of silver as a standard 
money metal. 
" England is reported to be at this 


moment exchanging her gold for 
Indian silver ore, on a basis of 22 to 1, 
showing that even the leading gold 
standard country recognizes that silver 
possesses exchangable values with gold 
at some ratio that can be fixed And 
we may be sure that the bank of Eng- 
land, fixing it at 22 to 1, has been as 
unfair to silver and as partial to gold 
as it has dared to be."

Clean- 
liness is absolutely essential to prevent 
it from becoming epidemic and disin- 
fectants should be liberally used.

A targe Majority in the SoutK for Fret? 


Coinage. 


The following letter 
from Hon. 


Thomas Wren is published in the 
Eureka Sentinel: 


The convention was a success in 


every respect. The ability and earnest- 
ness of its members were certain to 
impress even the goldbngs. While it 
was prudent and cautious on the main 
point — free coinage of silver upon 
equal terms with gold at the ratio of 
16 to 1—it was not only firm but ag- 
gressive. It was composed of Repub- 
licans Democrats, Populists, Silver 
men and Prohibitionists; yet its delib- 
erations were managed with such mod- 
eration and skill that there was no 
serious clash between its members 
upon questions which they were apart 
as the poles, but like the convention 
that organized in Reno last year and 
organized the silver party, bytacit con- 
sent past party affiliations were pushed 
aside, difference of opinion on minor 
questions were forgotten or were not 
offensively intruded upon the conven- 
tion in the general desire to relieve the 
present distress of the country and re- 
store it to old time prosperity by re- 
monetizing silver. 


" Powderly stated in a speech on the 


floor of the convention that every 
Knight of Labor in the United States 
was in favor of free coinage. The Pop- 
ulist party with its million votes, is to 
a man in favor of free coinage. A 
large majority of, the Southern states 
are in favor of free coinage, and a large 
body of citizens in every state inde- 
pendent of the organizations named 
are in favor of free coinage, and such 
a pressure will be brought to bear upon 
the present congress against the Sher- 
man act without a more favorable sub- 
stitute than nothing but the use of 
millions of money to counteract, and I 
doubt the efficacy of money with mem- 
bers of congress. There are already 
some evidences of weakening on the 
part of the gold bugs. The main prop- 
osition coming from Southern mem- 
bers of congress heretofore silver ad- 
vocates who have been captured by the 
gold bugs is to adopt1 a 20 to 1 ratio, 
which would make an ounce of silver 
worth about $1 03. 
" I go to Washington in three or four 


days and will try and keep our people 
fully informed from day to day in re- 
gard to indications. Yours truly,

The r.lmHi of Arbitration. 


With international arbitration we 


confeas to having comparatively littie 
svmpatby. If nations mean to fight, 
nothing vrill prevent their so doing, and 
agi-ot-nients to arbitrate -will be of very 
little service. The suggestion of 'an 
a*<rcement between England and the 
United States to establish a permanent 
machinery for regulating their disputes 
is, however, finite different. Nations us 
v.-'hoin the same racial characteristics 
fire to be found, who are influenced by j 
tha saino ideas, -who talk the same lan- 
guage, read the same books and possess 
the same political traditions, are capable 
of making an agreement to settle dis- 
putes by arbitration a reality. 


Again, an agreement not to fight till 


the question in dispute has been referred 
to a body esercifeing the functions of a 
court of la%r is a step in the direction of 
that alliance between the United States 
and England which, wo trust and be- 
lieve, ii, tijo dwtuiy of the two countries, 
[f we begin by an acknowledgment that 
we are not in tho position of foreign 
powers—i.e.,'liable to-war at any ino- 
ment—we may soon rise to a definite 
race alliance, and lastly to that declara- 
tion of a common citizenship which would 
prevent any Englishman from being an 
alien in America or any American being 
an alien in England and would heal the 
breach in tho unity of the race caused by 
the folly of George in and his ministers. 
—London Spectator.

After a horse has run once nt the meeting, 
the name of the horse, w ith the weight to l»e 
curried ut the race ia suliicient. 


In purses and stakes, three IIOI-SCH of differ- 
ent intercuts to enter and start or the race 
may be declared olt by tiie executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other sti|mlutc<l con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
lit, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horsew 
that have won prior to September 1st Khali 
curry live pounds o\er scale weight. 


Ten pet cent, entrance to all rnce*unlefu< 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and inunt 
be paid prior tx, weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by ono 
person, or in one intercut, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 0 
s. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing roeen 
close September Ittt with the Secretary. 


AU Trotting and Pacing purse* divided at 
the rate of (JO, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar* the bent 
three in ii\e, unless otherwise specified; live 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold » 
less number than five to nil, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, H bich shall be divided pro rota. 


In all two in three races horses not winning: 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horse* not winning: one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves tbe right to trot heat* 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contert for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
«6% to the ftrst and S13J4 to the second. 


In dividing pnrsefl no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering e horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accept* tbe decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rule* to 
govern trotting races.
